improvements located in or supporting a State hospital redevelopment; 9 

authorizing certain counties and municipal corporations to pledge under an 10 

agreement that amounts deposited to a certain special fund be paid over to 11 

provide for the payment of certain infrastructure improvement costs; 12 

authorizing certain counties and municipal corporations to pledge that certain 13 

alternative local tax revenues attributable to a State hospital redevelopment be 14 

paid into a certain special fund for certain purposes; altering a certain 15 

definition; defining a certain term; and generally relating to certain 16 

authorization for certain counties and municipal corporations to finance the 17 

costs of certain public improvements located in or supporting State hospital  18 

redevelopment.

   (iv) Extensions, enlargements, additions, and improvements; 20 

 

   (v) Architectural, engineering, financial, and legal services; 21 

 

   (vi) Plans, specifications, studies, surveys, and estimates of cost 22 

and of revenues; 23 

 

   (vii) Administrative expenses necessary or incident to 24 

determining to proceed with the infrastructure improvements; and 25 

 

   (viii) Other expenses as may be necessary or incident to the 26 

construction, acquisition, and financing of the infrastructure improvements. 27 

 

  (4) “MEDCO obligation” means any bond, note, or other similar 28 

instrument that the Maryland Economic Development Corporation issues under 29 

authority other than this section to finance the purposes specified in subsection (b)(2) 30 

or (d)(3) of this section only with respect to infrastructure improvements located in or 31 

supporting a transit–oriented development OR A STATE HOSPITAL  32 

REDEVELOPMENT. 33

this subsection is to provide financing, refinancing, or reimbursement for the cost of 3 

the design, construction, establishment, extension, alteration, or acquisition of 4 

adequate storm drainage systems, sewers, water systems, roads, bridges, culverts, 5 

tunnels, streets, sidewalks, lighting, parking, parks and recreation facilities, libraries, 6 

schools, and other infrastructure improvements as necessary, whether situated within 7 

the special taxing district or the municipal corporation or outside of the municipal 8 

corporation if notification is given to the governmental unit having jurisdiction over 9 

the infrastructure improvement and if the infrastructure improvement is reasonably 10 

related to other infrastructure improvements within the special taxing district, for the 11 

development and utilization of the land, each with respect to any defined geographic 12 

region within the municipal corporation. 13 

 

   (ii) The authority granted under paragraph (1)(i) and (ii) of this 14 

subsection also makes available a source of funding for payment of costs of: 15 

 

    1. Infrastructure improvements located in or supporting 16 

a transit–oriented development OR A STATE HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT; and 17 

 

    2. Operation and maintenance of infrastructure 18 

improvements located in or supporting a transit–oriented development OR A STATE 19

    C. Secure payment by the municipal corporation of its 4 

obligations under an agreement described in subsection (f)(3) of this section. 5 

 

   (ii) Ad valorem taxes shall be levied in the same manner, upon 6 

the same assessments, for the same period or periods, and as of the same date or dates 7 

of finality as are now or may hereafter be prescribed for general ad valorem tax 8 

purposes within the district. 9 

 

   (iii) Special taxes shall be levied pursuant to subsection (n) of 10 

this section. 11 

 

  (2) The resolution creating a special fund under paragraph (1)(i)2 of 12 

this subsection shall: 13 

 

   (i) Pledge to the special fund the proceeds of the ad valorem or 14 

special tax to be levied as provided under paragraph (1)(i)3 of this subsection; and 15 

 

   (ii) Require that the proceeds from the tax be paid into the 16 

special fund. 17 

 

 (f) (1) Except as provided in paragraph (2) of this subsection, when no 18 

bonds authorized by this section and no MEDCO obligations described in paragraph 19 

(3) of this subsection are outstanding with respect to a special taxing district, and the 20 

governing body of the municipal corporation determines not to use moneys in the 21 

special fund for the payment of costs of infrastructure improvements located in or 22 

supporting a transit–oriented development OR A STATE HOSPITAL  23 

REDEVELOPMENT, or the payment of costs of operation and maintenance of 24 

infrastructure improvements located in or supporting a transit–oriented development 25 

OR A STATE HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT: 26 

 

   (i) The special taxing district shall be terminated; and 27 

 

   (ii) Any moneys remaining in the special fund on the date of 28 

termination of the special taxing district may be paid to the general fund of the 29 

municipal corporation. 30 

 

  (2) When no bonds authorized by this section are outstanding with 31 

respect to a special taxing district, and the governing body of the municipal 32 

corporation so determines, moneys in the special fund may be: 33 

 

   (i) Used for any purposes described in this section; 34 
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   (ii) Accumulated for payment of debt service on bonds 1

  (3) (i) A municipal corporation that has created a special fund for a 12 

special taxing district may pledge under an agreement that amounts deposited to the 13 

special fund shall, as the governing body of the municipal corporation may determine, 14 

be paid over to: 15 

 

    1. Secure payment on MEDCO obligations; 16 

 

    2. Provide for the payment of costs of infrastructure 17 

improvements located in or supporting a transit–oriented development OR A STATE 18 

HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT; and 19 

 

    3. Provide for the payment of costs of operation and 20 

maintenance of infrastructure improvements located in or supporting a  21 

transit–oriented development OR A STATE HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT. 22 

 

   (ii) The agreement shall: 23 

 

    1. Be authorized by ordinance or resolution of the 24 

municipal corporation; 25 

 

    2. Be in writing; 26 

 

    3. Be executed on behalf of the municipal corporation 27 

making the pledge, the Maryland Economic Development Corporation, and the other 28

    2. Provide for the payment of costs of infrastructure 13 

improvements located in or supporting a transit–oriented development OR A STATE 14 

HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT; and 15 

 

    3. Provide for the payment of costs of operation and 16 

maintenance of infrastructure improvements located in or supporting a  17 

transit–oriented development OR A STATE HOSPITAL REDEVELOPMENT. 18 

 

   (ii) The agreement shall: 19 

 

    1. Be authorized by ordinance or resolution of the 20 

county; 21
